So he bit a 
butcher’s wagon.” 

“Make me wise, will you?” 

“It’s this way. Ever since he has 
been here Callahan has been shaky 
about holding bis Job. One day he did 
$10 worth of damage to the back of an 
undertaker’s wagon, smashed a glass 
or something like that” 

“Yes.” 

“He was told he would have to pay 
a dollar a week until the damage was 
made good.” 

“Sure.” 

“‘Well,’ said Callahan to himself, 
‘that makes me Job good for ten more 
weeks anyway. They’ll never discharge 
me while I be owing them money.* ”

“When he had all but $2 paid on the 
undertaker’s wagon Callahan acciden¬ 
tally struck a pie wagon and damaged 
It $10 worth.

DEVELOPMENT NEWS 


Rooseveltian in its strenuousness, 
was the Board of Governors and gener¬ 
al meetings of the Development As¬ 
sociation Tuesday night at San Mateo 
with a mutiplicity of subjects around 
which argument centured until a late 
hour. 

The proposal of Professor Alois 
Winkler of San Mateo to form a band 
of sixty pieces to be part of the county 
exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposi¬ 
tion had been set for discussion and 
resulted in the attendance of a large 
number of music lovers from through¬ 
out the county in addition to the boos¬ 
ters that were on hand for the general 
meeting. Professor Winkler’s plan 
had been laid before the boosters some 
months ago and received endorsement 
and referred to the board @f supervi¬ 
sors for consideration. 

Since that time the idea has been 
worked out in detail, contracts being 
drawn up and signed by the individ¬ 
uals composing the proposed band and 
a contract also prepared for the con¬ 
sideration of the supervisors. The 
county fathers referred the matter 
back to the development association 
and a long discussion followed the 
statement of the steps that have been 
taken by C. M. Morse. Among those 
who spoke on the subject were H. G. 
Tuchsen, G. N. Kirkbride, W. H. 


Brown, F. A. Gunuingham, W. J. 


Martin, D. G. Doubleday and George 
Zehender, and although opposition 
was manifested at that time there 
were no dissenters when a vote was 
taken on a motion to re-indorse the 
plan of Professor Winkler as elaborat¬ 
ed . and refer the same to the board 
of supervisors for decision. It is argu¬ 
ed that the band would prove of im 
mense advertising value to the coun¬ 
ty both before and after the exposition 
and that the money expended would 
give more than bountiful interest in 
the way of needed publicity. 

The slam bang of the governor’s 
meeting had nothing on that of the 
association which was held directly 
following, a communication from Lo 
ReaiA of San Bruno being the pivotal 
point. Lo Reaux proposed that no 
county officials should be allowed 
positions on the board of governors, 
his argument being backed by John E. 
Gowgill of San Garlos. A number of 
the governors locked horns with Lo 
Reaux over his communication, the 
result being that it was referred to the 
membership committee by Acting 
Chairman Martin for consideration. 


The petition was referred to the dis¬ 
trict attorney who later in the day re¬ 
ported that the board could take no 
action, it being necessary for the legis¬ 
lature to first move in the matter. 

Matilda Borelli of this city applied 
to the board for aid, representing that 
she with her three children had been 
deserted by her husband and was in 
destitute circumstances. 

On motion of Supervisor Gasey, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor McEvoy, the ap¬ 
plicant was granted $8 per month. 

A resolution adopted by the San 
Mateo Gounty Development Associa¬ 
tion asking the board to serve notice, 
through Gounty Glerk Nash, to the 
mayor, board of supervisors and 
county clerk of the city and county of 
San Francisco, that the county of San 
Mateo claims primal rights in regard 
to the water furnished by the Spring 
Valley Water Company, was present¬ 
ed. 

The resolution was referred to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Swart. 

The First National Bank of Redwood 
City was the only bidder for the bonds 
of the San Pedro school district, 
amounting to $7000, offering a pre¬ 
mium of $125 for the issue. 

The bid was accepted by resolution 
adopted on motion of Supervisor Gasey, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis.

A Coroner’s Jury in San Francisco | 
recently brought in a verdict charg- ■ 
ing John Rogers with the murder of 
Ben Goodman, the jewelry salesman 
whose body was found partially buried 
under grapeskins in the wholesale 
district. Rogers was booked with the 
crime at the City .Prison. 

The school directors of Fresno 
have made an appropriation for the 
building of two schools on wheels, 
and will later build two more, which 
are necessitated by the overcrowded 
conditions end the lack of funds for 
permanent buildings. They will be 
used until better structures are com¬ 


pleted, and then will he moved across 
lots to the places where they are re¬ 
quired. Each building is to be of the 
size of an ordinary schoolroom, with 
heating and ventilation facilities.

The district 
is surrounded by thickly settled addi¬ 
tions to the city, but has been kept 
off the market by its owners for many 
years. It is now to be improved, and 
streets and boulevards have been laid 
out.

Escorted by directors of the Pana¬ 
ma-Pacific International Exposition, 
the members of the New York Legis¬ 
lature, who came to San Francisco to 
inspect a site for the Empire State 
building, were taken over the site re¬ 
cently and were also given the oppor¬ 
tunity to inspect fifty tentative plans 
that have been drawn by the exposi¬ 
tion architects. 

Judge J. E. Richards of San Jose 
has denied the motion of Hale Broth¬ 
ers to have an action for $26,000 dam¬ 
ages brought by Miss Julia Leona 
Hoffman, formerly a cashier in their 
employ at that place, transferred to 
the San Francisco courts for trial. 
Miss Hoffman was injured when a 
door of her office became loose on 
its hinges and fell, striking her on the 
head. 

The deciduous fruit season closed 
on November 30, except for apples. In 
1910 fruit shipments from the State 
numbered 11,936 cars. These figures 
are exclusive of apples and do not in¬ 
clude citrus fruits. Shipments for this 
season nufnbered 12,530 cars. The 
cars of 1911, however, weighed thir¬ 
teen tons instead of twelve. Hence 
the 1911 total is really 13,494 twelve- 
ton cars. 

The San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors has been requested by the Cali¬ 
fornia State Development Board to 
appoint delegates to represent San 
Francisco at the session of the “coun¬ 
ties committee,” which is to be held at 
Los Angeles January 12 and 13, 1912. 
The purpose of the convention is "to 
bring about a stronger intercounty re¬ 
lationship and to take action for the 
general good in arranging for exhibits 
at the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition." 



After one of the most terrific bat¬ 
tles in the history of American 
politics, George Alexander was elected 
on December 5 Mayor of Los Angeles 
over the Socialist-Union Labor candi¬ 
date, Job Harriman, by a majority esti¬ 
mated at midnight as reaching fully 
j 35,000. The attention of the entire 
I United States was drawn to the politi- 
| cal battle in Los Angeles by reason 
j of the victory scored by Harriman in 
j the primary election of October 31, 

! when his total vote exceeded Alexan- 
| der's by an unexpected and astonish¬ 
ing figure. 

Both sides were confronted by a 
unique and baffling problem, this 
being the participation for the first 
time in the city’s history of women 
voters. Every possible woman voter 
on the side of Alexander was brought 
out and induced to register. The worn 
en of the west side outvoted the men. 
The reverse was the case seemingly 
in the precincts where Harriman was 
the stronger in the primary. But the 
balance of power, which the women 
were credited with having prior to the 
astonishing finale of the McNamara 
case last Friday, did not figure in the 
result. 

The most extraordinary tactics were 
resorted to to interest the women and 
engage their active service as well 
as to insure their registering. It is 
estimated that fully 75,000 women 
registered their ballots. Many of 
them stood in line with the men 
voters. 


Details of what McManigal knows 
of the alleged conspiracy have been 
given to the Grand Jury at Los An¬ 
geles. That it implicates other men in 
the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
became known through various 
sources, as McManigal alleges that 
persons other than John J. McNamara, 
the secretary-treasurer, paid him for 
the twenty “jobs” of dynamiting which 
he accomplished since 1907. 

The story of McManigal, who has 
not yet even been brought to trial, 
will be of great value to the Govern¬ 
ment's investigators, and the State 
will not bring him to trial for the in¬ 
dictments against him until the Fed¬ 
eral authorities are through.

The two sentenced men are still in 
the County Jail. No reason for their 
being held there is given other than 
that they may be given an opportun¬ 
ity to testify before the Grand Jury, 
and the statement is made that they 
will not he taken to San Quentin until 
next week.

cently as the outcome of a raid made 
by them on a Hindu camp near Fair- 
oaks. Eleven Hindus were driven 
from their camp and forced to stay 
out all night. The Hindus had been 
accused of annoying young girls of the 
neighborhood. The entire town of 
Fairoaks and the countryside is 
stirred up over the affair. All the 
citizens declare that the Hindus 
should be driven out of the country. 
More arrests are expected in the case 
as the head man of the Hindu camp 
has sworn to warrants against eleven 
other men.

The movement inaugurated by 
Robert Newton Lynch of the Califor¬ 
nia Development Board, to make it 
possible for California to choose its 
immigrations from the hordes attract¬ 
ed by opening ot the canal, is con¬ 
sidered by local as well as by national 
authorities to be a highly intelligent, 
practical and wise effort. 

The year 1911 has been a very satis¬ 
factory one to farmers and fruit grow¬ 
ers of California as well as those en¬ 
gaged in the lines of business depend¬ 
ent upon their energies and fortune in 
providing the necessities and luxuries 
of life from the soil. 

The nurseries of the state are being 
taxed to capacity for all kinds of de¬ 
ciduous and citrus fruit trees, and the 
new planting will be large.

IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The coronation of King Chowfa 
Maha Vajiravudh was carried out at 
Bangkok, Siam, with elaborate cere¬ 
mony 

An alarming increase in the num¬ 
ber of house robberies and burglaries 
is noted in Great Britain in the last 
two years. 

The Italian mining t cruiser Parte 
nope bombarded Zuara Friday and sil 
enced the Turkish gun that had previ 
ously opened lire, on the cruiser. 

Canadian imports for the six months 
ending September 30 totaled $258,406,- 
094, and exports $129,606,982, increases 
of $35,000,000 and $2,280,000, respect¬ 
ively, over the same period last year. 

The Marquis of Waterford (Henry 
de la Poor Beresford) was drowned 
recently in the River Clodah, near his 
residence at Curraghmore, in the coun¬ 
ty of Waterford. He was a leader 
among the Irish nobility and a nephew 
of Lord Charles Beresford. He is suc¬ 
ceeded by his eldest son, the Earl ol 
Tyrone. 

The children of Crown Prince Will¬ 
iam will not spend Christmas with 
their grandfather, the Emperor. Their 
father lias declared that this year they 
shall not go there. Not even the Em¬ 
press’ tearful intervention has availed 
to change his mind, and Germany is 
astir over this new development in 
the issue between the Crown Prince 
and his father. 

The suit brought in Paris by Mme. 
Langevin against her husband, Pro¬ 
fessor Langevin, which involved the 
name of Mme. Curie, may be settled 
out of court. Mme. Langevin's terms 
for consenting to withdraw the crimi¬ 
nal charge which involves the reputa¬ 
tion of both Mme. Curie and Professor 
Langevin, include not only the cus¬ 
tody of the children, but a specific 
understanding that she shall be grant¬ 
ed a divorce by the civil court. 


In the matter of the Russian pass- ! 
port situation it is learned that the j 
Russian Ambassador states that his 
Government will not recede from Its 
position of hostility toward Hebrews, 
even when they are American citizens 
and bear United States passports. 
Russia bases its refusal to extend 
courtesies to American Jews on the 
ground that this would be a discrimi¬ 
nation in their favor; as it denies 
these courtesies to Jews from its own 
colonies. It was also urged that in 
this matter Russia takes the same at¬ 
titude toward the United States that 
she does toward France, Germany, 
Great Britain and the other countries 
with which she has treaties similar 
to the treatv of 1832.

REBELS THREATEN 
TO ATTACK PEKING 

Tribute Levied on Officials Who 
Draw Imperial Salaries 

Shih Hsu, the Manchu Prince, who 
was offered the grand guardianship of 
the Emperor on the resignation of the 
Regent, has accepted the post. Hsu 
Shi Chang, the Chinese vice-president 
of the Council, who was offered the 
office of co-grand guardian, declined, 
hut the throne insists on his accept¬ 
ance. A telegram from Wu Chang 
says the revolutionaries there are 
hopeful that the extension of the arm¬ 
istice will result in peace. The lead¬ 
ers are willing to concede full power 
to the Premier, Yuan Shi Kai, pro¬ 
vided he agrees to the entire elimina¬ 
tion of the Manchus from the central 
government. The armistice has been 
extended until December 21. Prince 
Tsai Tao and Prince Tsai Suun, 
brothers of Prince Chun, the ex-Reg- 
ent, have contributed 1000 taels each 
for military expenses. The rebels are 
levying tribute on and obtaining sub¬ 
scriptions from Pekin officials who 
draw imperial salaries, but fear to 
Sympathize openly with the revolu¬ 
tion. The rebels freely say they in¬ 
tend to dynamite and attack Pekin. 
Some arrests have been made, but 
the Government is practically power¬ 
less because of the timidity of the 
official class. The student class is 
powerful in China and is enforcing 
extreme demands because of the racial 
timidity of elders, who would be con¬ 
tent with the limitations members of 
the court have already imposed upon 
themselves. Precautions are being 
taken against a rising of the Manchu 
troops because of dissatisfaction over 
the regent’s seemingly compulsory re¬ 
tirement and the prospect of all Man¬ 
chus losing their pensions. Most of 
the Manchu troops gradually have 
been moved outside the city, the gates 
of which are closed every night. The 
Premier’s residence is guarded • by 
Yuan Shi Kai’s own Chinese troops. 

An imperial edict has been issued 
at Pekin sanctioning the cutting off 
of queues.
